WASUINOTOH, Match 26.— The muto 


today spent two and a half honn in fur- 
ther consideration of the Bebringoea 
arbitration treaty. A Tote is expected 
on the motion to ratify the treaty Dome 
time next week. The diflcnHaion baa 
established a strong probability that the 
treaty will be ratified. The senators 
who opposed it SB a whole are few in 
number and find a principal representa- 
tive in Felton of California. 


The most formidable opposition te 


made up of members who believe the 
treaty ahoald be accompanied by a reso- 
lution directing the President to with- 
hold the exchange of final ratification 
until Great Britain consents to renew 
the modus vivendt. It is represented by 
members of the foreign relations com- 
mittee that the adoption of such a reso- 
lution would defeat the treat?, for Great 
Britain would never consent to be placed 
in the attitude of renewing the modus 
vivendi through fear of results. 


There's another element in the senate 


that seeks to follow the ratification with 
a resolution endorsing the. President's 
action up to this point and aliening 
strongly the purpose of this government 
to protect ita property in the eeal islands 
atjall hazards. Pending arbitration this 
element appeared today to have gathered 
•trength.

The purpose, however, may be simply 
preparation foe the usual spring man- 
euvers, but the proximity of these troops 
to the PJfeflflian frontier causes a general 
feeling of uneasiness. 
Tbe activity on 


the part of the Prussians across the 
frontier increasea the anxiety.

G.A.tt. ENCAMPMENT. 


ST. Louis, March 25.—There died last 


night at the city hospitalJohn W. Gor- 
man, known in museums aa James Ken- 
nedy. On March 21 ha was admitted 
suffering from gastritio emetici, caused 
by the ejection of nearly half a pint ol 
nails, screws, etc. This failing to relieve 
him laparotouiy waa performed and re- 
salted In tho removal of as much more 
hardware, but to no avail, for the: fellow 
died inn short time. 


At the post mortem examination the 


stomach walls and linings were fonnd 
normal, bat literally filled with nails/ 
screws, tackfl and broken glass, which 
the man had swallowed. None were 
encysted and there was not one instance 
of perforation in any part ot the stomach 
or throat, bat beginning from tbe base of 
tho tongue back to the oesophagus and 
fronvthere entirely down into the Btom- 
ach nails, tacks, etc., were found. The 
total quantity taken from the body 
would nil a plot measure.

Smith, a stonecutter who had been in 
dulging in liquor for & few days past 
committed suicide today by cutting hi 
throat. Smith first made an attempt in 
tbe drawing room of his boarding house 
but was ejected from the honae by the 
landlady and a storekeeper who was at- 
tracted by their cries. Smith's strange 
actions on tbe sidewalk Attracted law 
crowds, who followed him to a vacant lo 
where, before he could be seized, ho bat. 
cut his throat from oar to ear, dying 1m 
mediately. He was 40 years ol age, ant 
ot ono time worked ut Spokane. Letter 
from a number of workmen at that plac 
were found on bis body.

The Triangle, the representatives of 


the politically cnruma^gloment of this 
ojty, placed themselves on 'record last 
nlsht as the representatives of the hood- 
um« and macquereaux, who ftt present 
are largely among those who control the 
machinery of the Democratic party of 
this city. 


It. was announced flfireral daye ago 


that a meeting of Democrats of the First 
ward would be held last night for the 
purpose of organizing a First ward Demo- 
iratic club. With honestDemocrats this 
announcement had no weight other than 
a matter of news, and those who were 
voters of the First ward expressed thent- 
eelves as very well Jpleased that an or- 
ganization was to be effected. 


BEHIND TUB VEIlj. 


But there was something behind the 


veil that honest Democrats could not 
discern. It was generally conceded that 
firman Church, councilman, from the 
first ward, would be the temporary chair- 
man of the meeting and that the voters 
of the first ward would select him as the 
(resident of tbe club on the permanent 
trganization.. 
But the Triangle, the symbol of every

This wan an easy mat- 
lor, Fshey could be depended upon for 
the Fourth, Alfotd for the Third and 
Dan Maloney, MolHe Livingston and 
Bill Loviaon were euro to bo on hand 
with a Builiciout number of tho uiac- 
quereau element to fill the ball and crowd 
out the honest voters of the First ward. 


Tho next thing on tho program waa 


the selection of a slate president of the 
club. Justice of tho Peace CHchtou was 
ound to bo tho moat prominent and 
easily handled man for the purpoties of 
lie Triangle.

Whatever this inystii: phraa* may have 


meant, whatever suggestion of torture or

It was "Flag Day" ftt Fresno colony 


acbool yesterday and If patriotism may 
>o measured by the heipht of flag pole, 
the size of llag and tho number of people 
gathered, then that district will claim 
ho prir,o for true dovottoii to hergovern- 
nent and her public schools. 


Tho patrons o! the school were out in 


full forco, besides some of Fresno city's 
wet people, among whom were Dr. C. 
A. Ho well, Superintendent T. J. Kirk 
and the Misses Gertrude Rowoll and 
Minnie Sledge of Fresno city schools. 


The llag polo, including the ball, 


measures seventy-lour feet, all in one 
Stick, which cnme from Oregon In Hi 
native state. The iUjt, ten feet by six- 
teen, came from ChlcRgo and was much 
admired for it beauty and brightness of 
color. 
At tho hour lor opening the school 


room wes filled 10 overflowing, and as 
tbe exercises progressed tbe 
visitors 


cnme crowding in till all tbat could be 
dono was but to let the overflow file out 
into an adjoining room and make tbe 
best of tbo situation. 


After a welcome by the principal, 


Charles B. Taylor, the exercises were 
begun with prayer by Trustee C. B.

Touching Farewell 
Letter 
from 


Clara Beevera to Her Hus- 


band. 


The trial of the Beevers case was re- 


turned in Judge Holmes' court yesterday 
morning. The court overruled the ob- 
ection made yesterday afternoon to the 
question as to why the witness, Clara 
laevers, now 'wished to see the defend- 
ant convicted, upon which the answered 
aa follows: 


"In Madera, three days after we were 


married, in our room at the hotel thede- 
endant told me that he had lived four 
years with a woman as man and wife, 


nd had one child, and he bad a photo- 
raph of the child. I at once left the 


room in disgust, and from tbat time to 
liis I never have wished to live with 
him, and wanted to see him convicted," 


Uere the following letter written by 


witness to Beevers waa introduced : 


"FHKSNO FLATS 


"JOQNNIB 


"I have come to the conclusion I have 
one rong and cannot brake my mother 
heart and Father for you I will hafto to 
ive you up for my p?or preance aako 
ud my love ie no more for you. . 
_ 
"from CLARA.." 


In the croBB*examination the witness 


denied that the de endant had said tbat 
he woman with whom he had been liv- 
ng was not bin wife, or that she knew 
bout it before ahe married Beeverc. 
By stipulation B. F. Merritt, constable 
t 'Fresno Flats, was put on the stand for 
he defendant, it being neceieary for him 
o go home to attend to bio official duties. 
He testified he heard Clara Beevera 


ay that she waa 18 yeara old, and they 
ould do nothing with John. Thia was 
after the marraige. 
On the road to 


Freano Flats she said: "If hagoeato 
ail I will go with him and stay with 
lim as long as I can." 
The counsel for the prosecution here 


asked that the father of the defendant 
IB excluded from the court room with 
he other witnesses. It was claimed for 
Mr. Beevers that he was not a witness 
and his absence from the court room was 
herefore not necessary. The argument 
mtween the council of both sides re- 
ulted in Mr. Beevers being aworn and 
excluded. 
Mre. Alvina K. Batea, mother of Mra. 


Clara Beevers, succeeded her daughter 
ou the atand. She testified in regard to 
ho record in the family Bible about 
Hara's age. It was elicited that the 
Bible In which the girl's birth is entered 
s not the original one, but a copy. The 
Bible with the original record wag lost 
n Lake Tulare during an overflow. 


At the afternoon aesmon Lou 
J. 


Boevora, alleged wife No. I of the de* 
endant, was nut OB the stand, tine 
aid she was living at HoHister, where 
about six years ago she mat tho defend- 
>nt. 
"Were youeverbis wife?" asked the 


attorney for the prosecution. 


Mr. Short, attorney for the defense, 


was on his feet in a moment, and ob- 
ected to tbo question on several grounds. 
A prolonged argument followed, in which 
W. R. Jucoba spoke aa to tho law in the 
case. 
The court ruled that the testimony of 


tho witness was not admissible, and she 
vraa excused. 


George Bates, father of Clara, then 


went on the stand. Bis testimony was 
to the effect that Clara wae but 1U yeara 
old, and that ho had never given hia con- 
sent for her to marry Beevera.

A Method Whereby It May 


Be Crippled. 


SOME TWO 
FACED OPPONENTS 


A Jilff Step In Advance Would be tbe 


Abolition of the Corrupt Kail- 


road Com mission. 


The Herald of Trade, the organ of 


San Frtaciico's commerce eayi : 


"Tbe monopolies bwe gone too far. 


The lines have never been BO sharply 
drawn aa they are today. The time is 
at hand when there wilt be no neutral 
ground. One mast be either for or 
igainst the monopolies clear through. 
We are of tbe opinion that the hoet of 
monopoly ridden farmers, merchante, 
trult growers, laborers and taxpayers 
generally can be solidly arrayed against 
ill the monopolies. We think the Traf- 
lc association is too alow for these tlmea. 
There ought to be drafted a formal ex- 
pression of indignation for presentation 
to the great railroad manager on bis ar- 
•ival here a day or too hence. He should 
>e advised that hie henchmen, with or 
without tbe advice and encouragement 
of their master hare set themselves 
above the law. He should be told that 
n eucfc cases ae these in the United 
States the people take the remedy in 
.heir own hands and sustain the law 
even at the peril of bloodshed and the 
destruction of every barrier interposed. 


"It wonld be a wise and temperate 


course then to take the Transcontinental 
iSBoclation and all its members into the 
Juited States court at once and compel 
t to state the terms of its existence. Aa 
we understand the situation, a very little 
need be Bald beyond th* showing of the 
existence of a freight combination. An 
order will then be given which will 
ireak the freight monopoly and restore 
to shippers the advantages of an open 
competition. 


"Should the railroad companies at- 


tempt evasion of the orders of tho court, 
as they have done repeatedly iu other 
cases, then the people ought to take the 
natter ia their own j bands. It would 
then ba in order to tear up the tracks at 
their entrance into this state, revoke all 
privileges the law breakers have enjoyed 
within the state and make all railroad 
properties illegally acquired and illegally 
bold absolutely valueless to the railroad 
companies, by preventing their use for 
railroad purposes. They would then be 
(t'ad to surrender what shadow of title 
they might retain. The state could ac- 
qnite by purchase any and all rights of 
way into California and throw them 
open to the traffic of the whole world."

It is necessary that these ncrccnsHlioiiUi 


be framed in one piece imd be elevated or 
lowered with shaft und gearing M-hlcli 
drops both endA the sumo distaneo at tla- 
same time. There uro various ways of do- 
ing this, ns any mnohinlat will understand. 
It may bo accomplished by a chain bolt at 
each end, connected with proporlynrranged 
gearing and shutting, or by means of two 
doubled threaded scrowa ut each end, con- 
nected in the unmo way. There must be a 
sluglti source of power, whicli may ho in 
the form of n cnink in u convenient loca- 
tion or eomooOifT ordinary inntlioil.
